Strikers Break Windows.

The disordrr began early in the day
and was unexpected. A meeting of
strikers was held at 8 o'clock at Rue-
wer's Rivegside hall, cnd 2000 - men
gathere: at the place. The hall would
not accommodate them all, and the
proceedings were slow because of the
snany nationalities represented To
simplify matters it was finally decid-
ed t- have che men of each shop on
strik. appoint a committee of five to
represent them. The meeting was or-
derly and declared for peace, and the
men were urged to keep away om the
shops. The meeting of committees for-
muiated the demands of the strikers
for the following scale of ..ages: Help-
ors, 20 eents per hour. machine men, 22
cents; finishers, 22 cents; apprentices
rot less than 20 ecents, and also that f-
tv-five hours shall constitute n week's
work, that time and a half be allowed
for overtime, that five minutes be al-
lowed for washing up before quitting
time, and that the scale be accepted for
Ve years.

The old prices per hour were: Help-

ers, 183t cents; machine men, 184
cents; finishers, 22 cents: learners 1444
cents.

While the meetling was in progress
hundreds of strikers stood outside the
hall angrily discvosing their griev-
ances,

Colombia Explains What It Is
Willing to Do if Bill Passes.

SEVEN MILLIONS ON ACCOUNT

NEEDY GOVERNMENT ASKS A
DEPOSIT AS A PRELIMINARY.

\:‘/ have beéen some recent communi-

cations -between Secretary Hay
and the Colombian minister, Mr. Con-~
cha, containing the basis of an agree-
ment between the two countries in
the event of congress autherizing the

construction of a canal across the
Isthmus of Panama. The first com-
munieation was from the Colombian

minister and contained proposals of his
government, as to térms, proposals,
grants, etc.,, on which Colombia would
consent to the <conStruction of the
canal, in reply to which Mr. Hay trans-
mitted .a memorandum of a hypoth-
ical nature as to what this government
would do in the event that congress
authorized the president to act,

The secretary’s memorandum was
sent to Mr. Concha teday, The purpose
of the communications wag to remove
room for doubt as to what each gov-
ernment would do if a canal was di-
rected to be bhuili,

The following authorized siatement
concerning the propositions of Colom-
bia, as they stand, was made public
today:

“The United States is granted ex-
clusive right to construet, operate and
protect a canal, as well as aill railroads,
telegraph and telephoné lines and aux-
iliary works within the zone. The zone
is six miles wide and includes the isl-
ands of Flamince, Naos and Perico in
Panama bay. It is to be under the
joint judicial control of the United
States and Colombia.,

“Colombia gives unqualified consent
to the sale and transfer of the Panama
Canal company's rights to the United
St.tes and exempts the latter country
{ro.u all taxes, etc. She granis to the
United States a lease of the canal strip
in perpetvity. For convenience it is
divided into periods of 100 years, re-
newablé at the option of the United
States. Colombia asks for a lump pay-
ment of $7,000,000 after the exchange of
ratifications, to be considered as ‘on
account.” For fourieen years Colombia
waives all compensation for the canal
righte.”

This period will more than cover the
time of construction, At the end of the
fourteen-year period, the annual com-
pensation whicli the United States
shall pay thereafter shall be determined
by & board of five commissioners, The
fact that Colombia has assumed no
compensation for the first fourteen
years and the United States has ad-
vanced §7,000,000 “on account,” will both
ba taken into consideration in fixing
